AT $57,500 STOLEN

Lead Pigs Are Substituted for
Ingots While in Transit

to Seattle.

BEATTLE —Gold bulllon valued at
| $67,600, part of a shipment of §470,000
| from the Washington-Alnska Bank of
Falrbanks, Alaska, to the Dexter-Hor
ton Natiopal Bank of Seattle, on the
steamahip Humboldt, was stolen In
transit and lead substituted in the
astrong box that had contalned the
bullion,

The gold when It left Falrbankns
on & Yukon River steamer for Daw-
son and White Horse was conlained
in three wooden boxes and was in the
care of the Alaska-Pacific Express
Company. When the Dboxes were
opened by the Canadian customs ofil-
cials at Dawson the gold bars were
found to be as stated in the express
COmpaRny’s papers,

The boxes were opened ngaln al the
United States axsay office In Seattle,
und one contalned plgs of lead, not of
gold. The deals of the box were In.
tact when It reached the office, nnd
it was evident that the robbery had
been committed by removing one
¢end of the box, The gold was In-
sured eagalnst loss by the express
company,

It Is supposed that the gold wns
stolen on the Yukon steamer botween
Dawson and White Horse, or on the
steamer Humboldt between Bkagway
und Seattle. There would have been
¢mall opportunity for robbery In the
essny office or In the short rallroad
run from White Horse to Skagway.
The gold welghed 260 pounds, and the
disposanl of such heavy plunder must
bhave required time and preparation.
The gold was In the purser's eabin
and it s not customary on the go.d
ships to take elnborate precaut on
ugainst robbery,

Detectives working on the case have
made no arrests, and say they have
no clew on which to work.
